BUCHAREST, March 23.— 
(UP)—Rumania late today com- 
mitted herself to German domi- 
nation and rejected all further co- 
operation with the democracies or 
Soviet Russia by signing a trade 
accord which grants sweeping 
concessions to Chancellor Hitler's 
expanding Reich. 

Unprecedented Concessions. 

The pact, signed at 5:30 p. m. 
by government officials and a 
Nazi mission headed by Dr. Hel- 

“muth Wohlthat, contains conces- 
sions without precedent in mod- 
ern economic relations between 
two sovereign nations. 

(In London informed experts 
said the agreement brings Ru- 
mania, politically, militarily and 
economically into the orbit of Ger- 
man influence and seriously re- 
stricts Rumania’s sovereignty.) 

Experts estimated that 90 per 
cent of Rumania’s wheat and oth- 
er agricultural products—sorely 
needed by Hitler—would go to 
Germany and that industrially Ru- 
mania would become “a branch of 
the German Reich.” 

Nazis Will Get Oil. 

Germany also will obtain a great 
part of the 9,000,000 tons of oil 
produced annually in Rumania 
and Germans will open up virgin 
oil fields north of Ploeshti.

During the advance of divided 
posse forces, the cross-firing caus- 
ed officers to believe Durand was 
answering their fire. 

Sheriff Blackburn said Durand 
must have scaled the steep ridge 
wall behind his fortress. Under 
cover of darkness last night he 
probably reached the pinnacle for- 
mations at the ridge summit. 

Two Bodies Found.

from the Cody jail last Thursday 
and shot down two posse officers 
who tried to rush his lair last 
night may have descended the 
ridge’s west slope into the Sun- 
light valley country, Sheriff 
Blackburn said.

can.” 

Odum said the union does not 
condone violence, and had warned 
its members against any such tac- 
tics. He also announced “free 
transportation in all matters. of 
emergency and necessity due to 
the breakdown of the taxi sys- 
tem.”

' From Hendaye, it was reported 
that the Nationalist municipal 
council, already named to take 
over the Madrid administration, 
was in continuous session at Val- 
ladolid, between Madrid and the 
Nationalist capital, Burgos. 

Plans were said to be so com- 
plete that even details had been 
worked out for installation of 
loudspeakers to provide music for 
dancing in Madrid’s streets. A

NAMED BY RIVERS 


Grover Byers, of Rome, 
Is Appointed Chairman; 
Other Bills Face Action. 


Naming Grover C. Byers, of 
Rome, as chairman, and Dr. John 
C. Lewis, of Louisville, and Turner 
Brice, of Quitman, as commission- 
ers, Governor Rivers yesterday set 
up the newly created state Board 
of Corrections, supplanting the 
state Board of Penal Administra- 
tion, abolished by the general as- 
sembly.

Riucateusiiiie Seek 
Federal Funds. 


By The Associated Press. 
With no more state funds in 


prospect, Georgia educators turn- 


ed toward Washington yesterday 
to appeal for emergency cash to 
complete current public school 
terms. 

Local superintendents and board 
members, in the closing session of 
their annual meeting, authorized 
a delegation to go to the nation- 
al capital in quest of several mil- 
lion dollars to apply on the $5,- 
200,000 needed to pay teachers for 
a full term. 

The delegation personnel and 
time for the trip will be designat- 
ed later. 

Dr. E. G. Kirby, chairman. of 
the Carroll county board of edu- 
cation, suggested the move imme- 
diately after the educators heard 
an address by United States Dis- 
trict Attorney Lawrence S. Camp, 
president of the Georgia Demo- 
cratic council. 

Gave Aid in 1934. 

Dr. Kirby suggested possibly 
Camp should be made a member 
of the delegation, asserting he felt 
sure the federal prosecutor “is a 
vital factor in the project.” 

It was recalled that in a previ- 
ous school teacher salary crisis 
such as now exists in Georgia, the 
federal government gave the state 
$1,600,000 in emergency funds. 
That was in 1934. The funds 
came from the WPA. 

Governor Rivers recently ap- 
pealed to the WPA to assist in 
Georgia’s school program, seeking 
a total of $10,000,000 in supple- 
mental. funds. 

At the close of his address, Camp 
praised President Roosevelt as “the 
greatest friend the people ever 
have had,” and said if he were 
one of the educators he would 
make an eppeal to the President 
‘‘who might find some way to help 
us even if we can’t help ourselves.” 

Criticizes Big Business. 

The district attorney, who was 
the President’s personal choice in 
an unsuccessful election contest 
against Senator George last year, 
told the school men: 

“The desire of the national ad- 
ministration in power is to help 
us but its efforts are hindered and 
hampered because of the power of 
the big corporate interests of this 
nation that are unwilling to give 
back a necessary part of its sub- 
sidies, its bonuses and its govern- 
mental monopolistic advantages in 
order that the government may 
provide equality of opportunity to 
increase purchasing power of the 
poorer sections of the nation.” 

As the superintendents and 
trustees closed their session, the 


Georgia Education Association 
opened a three-day annual meet- 
ing. 

Both groups adopted resolutions 
calling on the recently adjourned 
general assembly to reconvene “in 
order to carry out its pledge to the 
teachers of the state.” The resolu- 
tions said both house and senate 
had pledged themselves to provide 
for financing the state’s seven- 
month school program “and ad- 
journed without carrying out this 
solemn pledge.” 

The GEA deviated from a prece- 
dent in taking its action by call- 
ing for resolutions at its initial 
session. Such action customarily 
comes the last day. 

Ralph L. Ramsey, GEA secre- 
tary, urged a complete shutdown 
of all schools “until the state fi- 
nances them as adequately and 


Teachers Urged 
By Rivers To Fight. 


A promise that Georgia’s expand-. 
ed program of education would g0 
forward was voiced last night by 
Governor Rivers as he forcefully 
called upon school teachers to 
marshal themselves into a “cour- 
ageous, dynamic and fighting force 
to take this issue back to your Jo- 
cal people.” 


An audience of some 2,500 dele- 
gates to the 74th annual conven- 
tion of the Georgia Education As- 
sociation sat silently, except for 
intermittent applause, and listened 
to the Governor urge the school 
officials to take the lead in the 
battle for adequate funds with 
which to carry on the school pro- 
gram. 

“The people are going to re- 
open the schools, pay the teachers 
and maintain these services we 
have set up,” he declared. “I have 
too much confidence in the people 
of Georgia to believe they will al- 
low the doors to remain closed to 
Our school children.” 

Special Session Urged. 
The Governor said he would not 


call an extra session of the legis- 


lature until he was assured the 
majority of the legislators had 
agreed on a program to provide 
the necessary funds, 

“IT am willing to call an extra 
session,” he said, “but there is no 
need for members of the legisla- 
ture to come back until they show 
evidence that they can work to- 
gether.” 

Late yesterday afternoon the G. 
E. <A. delegates unanimously 
adopted a resolution urging that 
an immediate special session of the 
legislature be called to consider ‘ 
the present crisis. 

“We must talk to the people and 
create a public mind that will in- 
sure the finishing of this job,” the 
Governor said. 

“There is but one way to go for- 
ward in support of schools and 
that is by state taxes,” he con- 
tinued. “This should have been 
done 25 or 30 years ago. It’s up 
to us now to see that it is done. 
A revision of the tax system has 
got to come and we might as well 
face it. 

“Sent Out Every Dollar.” 

“It is tragic that we must ex- 
perience the closing of our schools 
and see our teachers going with- 
out pay before we can finally get 
the job done. Many states have 
found they had to face a break- 
down in their school system in or- 
der to get the right legislation. 
Others got it without a breakdown. 
I’m sorry we couldn’t be one of 
the latter. 

“People ask why we can’t pay 
the teachers this year since we 
paid them last year. The answer 
is that we haven’t as much mone. 
in the general fund as we had last 
year. I can assure you if we had 
money to send out to the teachers 
it would be sent out. This ad- 
ministration has sent out every 
dollar it possibly could.” 

The Governor explained that the © 
schools were receiving more 
money this year than in any pre- 
vious year in history due to the 
expanded program. 

“We're trying to have longer 
school terms,” he said. “We're de- 
termined to run the schools the 
length of term the law says they 
shall run.

Of Dogs Is Cured 
By Sulfanilamide 


NEW YORK, March 23—(#)—A 
message to all owners and lovers 


of dogs: 
Science announced today an al- 


most 100 per cent cure for a dog 
disease that has been 100 per cent 
fatal. The disease is meningo- 
encephalitis, which is associated 
with canine distemper. 

The cure is sulfanilamide, the 
dyestuff medicine which has suc- 
cessively topped previous human 
records in saving life from blood 
poisoning, pneumonia, meningitis 
‘rand other diseases. 

This is the first reported use of 
sulfanilamide for animals. The 
discovery is described in the pub- 
lication Science, Journal of the 
American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science, by M. L. 
Morris, of Raritan, N. J., hospitals 
for animals and T. J. Murray, of 
Rutgers University. 

They treated 14 dogs with sul- 
fanilamide. Thirteen recovered.

The Communique. 


The government’s communique 
describing the signing of the pact 
and its importance said: 

“By signing the accord Rumania 
has furnished new proof of her 
desire to fortify peace... the 
agreement aims at arranging in 
broad lines economic co-operation 
in order to satisfy the great and 
complementary interests of our 
two countries.” 

Foreign Minister Grigore Gafen- 
cu and Minister of Economy 
Michael Bugoin signed the treaty 
for King Carol II’s government. 

Aid Against Hungary. 

By granting the far-reaching 
concessions to Germany, the Ru- 
manian government hoped for 
Nazi support against their hostile 
neighbor to the northwest, Hun- 
gary. 

Rumania has called about 300,- 
000 military reservists to the colors 
in recent days and Hungary is re- 
ported to have about 500,000 
troops under arms. 

The center of Rumanian-Hunga- 
rian tension is Rumania’s Transyl- 
vania region, sliced from Hungary 
after the World War and given to 
Rumania. The large Hungarian 
population there is clamoring for 
return to Hungary. ; 

Despite Rumanian assertions 
that Rumania remains free to con- 
clude agreements with other na- 
tions and has preserved her in- 
tegrity, an analysis of the prin- 
cipal sections of today’s treaty 
with Germany leaves no doubt 
that Rumania is bound tightly to 
the Nazi economic system. 

Treaty Runs to 1944, 

The treaty runs to 1944, when 
it can be renounced with one 
year’s advance notice. It is an- 
ticipated that the accord will be 
followed by separate agreements 
between the various branches of 
industries mentioned in the accord. 

It aims, according to its terms, 
at adoption of the mutual econ- 
omies of the two nations to each 
other’s needs, giving Germany 
sorely needed imports and devel- 
oping Rumania’s production, both 
for internal consumption and ex- 
panded foreign trading. 

Stress is laid, of course, upon 
development of Rumania’s oil, 
mining and agricultural industries 
—benefits that would play an 
enormous role in Germany‘s en- 
durance in any war. 

Germany will furnish Rumania 
with machinery and mining equip- 
ment. She also will organize a 
Rumanian-German company for 
the study of problems connected 
with mineral oils.

EVENTUAL SHOWDOWN 

Confidential reports from London, regard- 
ing the world situation since the German seiz- 
ure of Czecho-Slovakia, are to the effect that 
it is the best opinion, there, that war can be 
avoided now and for this year, though eventual- 
ly there may have to bea showdown as to what 
nation is to be the master of the old conti- 
nent. 

The truth is that neither France nor Brit- 
ain is desirous of sending troops to eastern 
Europe. Both nations are suspicious concern- 
ing the strength, and attitude, of both Russia 
and Poland and there is fear that, should the 
eastern European situation develop into open 
warfare, Germany would hold an overwhelming 
advantage in that arena. 

Likewise France realizes that, in such a 
locale, she would have to do most of the fight- 
ing and suffer by far the greater losses. The 
British navy wouldn‘t be much use in the Car- 
pathian mountains and it is unlikely that Brit- 
ish troops, in really large numbers, would be 
sent so far away from home. | 

Meanwhile, the situation remains advan- 
tageous to Hitler. The smaller European pow- 
ers are waiting to see what form British and 
French policies take. Rumania sees no reason 
to immolate herself unless she feels reasonably 
confident of ample protection against the Ger- 
mans. Hungary is afraid of Germany. Her 
position is not enviable and whatever she does 
will probably be dictated by necessity, impelled 
by Germany, rather than by free choice. 

Not much significance should be laid in 
America on the surrender of Memel to Ger- 
many. Prime Minister Chamberlain, of Britain, 
has all through been willing to let Germany 
take over this city, any time she wanted to. It 
is preponderantly German in population and 
sympathy, anyway, and there is good argument 
that it rightfully belongs within the Reich. 

Chamberlain is, frankly, playing for time. 
He will not take any steps which might be con- 
strued as endangering peace, if those steps are 
not absolutely necessary. 

In the meantime the weight of America 
grows greater. The imposition of increased 
tariff duties against imports from Germany by 
this country, together with the determination 
to supply equipment and munitions to the dem- 
ocratic nations of Europe, thus helping in their 
rearming, is the great weight in the diplomatic 
scales against Hitler. 

If war should come, it is probable that, in- 
dustrially and commercially, this country would 
overnight enter a period of record prosperity. 
To supply the democratic nations would mean 
24-hour operation for hundreds of American 
factories. It would, in all prébability, immedi- 
ately solve the unemployment problem and pour 
new wealth upon the people of the United 
States. | |

Boiled down to essentials, it seems that Eu- 
rope is prepared to give Hitler dominance in 
the affairs of central Europe, but will move 
promptly to halt any attempts to extend this 

dominance over other quarters of the globe. 

In the meanwhile, Japan looks on with bland 
approval of the Hitler program. For it fits in, 
perfectly, with Japanese plans for an attack 
on Russia’s Siberian front, an attack which 
military men see as inevitable within the next 


year or two. If European affairs should in- 
volve Russia earlier, it is probable that Japa- 
nese action in outer Mongolia woula be timed 
to fit that development.

CANCELLED MORTGAGES 

There is something particularly heart-warm- 
ing in the action of Henry M. Nelms, of Dough- 
erty county. This 86-year-old farmer has can- 
celled $65,000 worth of mortgages, including 
$15,000 on the Albany First Baptist church, 
held against various properties in that com- 
‘munity. — if 

Mr. Nelms is a bachelor and, without family 
obligations, may have been in better position 
for such an act than a man with wife and chil- 
dren to provide for, after he has gone. Never- 
theless, it was an unusual, a generous and a 
wise deed and no commendation can be too 
great for the Dougherty county man. 

He explained, after the cancellations, that 
he had intended to leave help for “these peo- 
ple” after he died, through his will, and decided 
there was no reason to delay their happiness, 
or to renounce his own pleasure in their re- 
joicing. 

It is doubtful if any gift could be made that 
would bring greater happiness than the can- 
cellation of a mortgage, in most instances. The 
families who make mortgages are, in almost 
all cases, of that great middle class, the back- 
bone of the nation, who consider obligations 
Sacred and whose lives are largely devoted to 
courageous battling against financial problems. 
These are not the people whose wants are pub- 
lic knowledge. They are not found on relief 
rolls, nor are their names emblazoned upon the 
rosters of heroism. Yet there are tens of thou- 
sands of men who wage a fight worthy of any 
hero, every year of their lives, to support their 
families in comfort and decency, to provide the 
utmost possible in education and opportunity 
to their children and to meet, in full, every ob- 
ligation they have incurred. 

Such people are worthy of all help possible. 
Mr. Nelms, recognizing this fact, has lifted a 
burden from many worthy hearts and has 
brought new joy in life to people deserving of 
the best that life can give. 


BUSINESS BAROMETER 


Continued gains in postal receipts are cited 
by Postmaster General Farley as prophetic of 
greater improvements in business conditions 
during the next few months, 

February this year showed a 2.68 per cent 
increase in post office revenue over the same 
month last year, while the gain for the first 
eight months of the fiscal year is placed at 
more than $4,000,000. 

Even discounting the natural desire of a 
party leader such as General Farley to paint 
a rosy picture of economic conditions with a 
national election already casting its shadow, 
there can be no gainsaying that business, as a 
whole, is showing a decided advance. There 
have been too many indications of all types to 
doubt this fact. It has even been said, by com- 
petent observers, that the United States today 
is enjoying a sizable business boom without 
actually realizing it. 

Post office receipts provide a good barome- 
ter of business. While local receipts may be 
affected by peculiar conditions, when they are 
viewed for the entire nation, they become a 
reliable indicator as to business activity. 

Therefore, with these receipts steadily gain- 
ing, there can be little question that the long- 
sought upturn in business is actually here and, 
for the time being at least, reasons for pes- 
Simism are fading away. 


CLOSING THE GULCH! 

That too-well-known railroad gulch, belch- 
ing forth cinders and smoke, which has cleft 
the city in twain and retarded its progress for 
these many years, will, at last, be closed. The 
bill, fostered by the Fulton county delegation 
in the general assembly, creating an “air rights” 
commission to represent the state, which owns 
the property, has passed both houses. The 
executive signature makes it law. 

The commission will consist of seven mem- 
bers headed by the chief justice of the state 
supreme court. It will have power to Officially 
co-operate with the lessee of the property, the 
N., C. & St. L. railway, in negotiating contracts 
and sub-leases for the erection of business 
Structures, at the viaduct level, over the rail- 
road tracks. Thus, the interests of the state 
will be representéd at all times. The right to 
Sub-lease the air rights was affirmed recently 
by the supreme court. 

It would no doubt have been preferable to 
have carried out the Original “plaza plan.” 
Trees, green grass, cooling fountains, flowers 
and shrubbery would have become a welcome 
relief in the heart of a busy city. It would 
have added a touch of beauty which could 
have been attained in no other way. 

However, there were so many seemingly in- 
surmountable obstacles and legal tangles in the 
way, that “closing the gap” with business struc- 
tures appears to be not only a logical and happy 
solution, but the only solution of one of the 
city’s oldest and most annoying problems.

Editorial of the Day 


A BODY BLOW 
(From The Washington Post.) 

Announcement of the imposition of counter- 
vailing or penalty duties of 25 per cent upon all 
dutiable goods imported from Germany hits that 
country in a very vulnerable spot. As Herr Hit- 
ler said in his January reichstag speech, Germany 
must “export or die.” Thus, the drive to capture 
foreign markets has been pushed intensively in 
face of increasing opposition to the methods used 
to force German goods upon other countries. 

To be sure, Germany has acquired the gold 
and foreign exchange reserves of Czecho-Slovakia. 
But these funds will not last many months if the 
German trade balance remains as unfavorable as 
it has been in recent months. Occasional wind- 
falls yielded by territorial raids cannot be relied 
upon to finance ambitious long-time. programs of 
internal development and rearmament. Hence it 
is a major misfortune for Germany to be more 
or less shut out of a potentially valuable market 
such as the United States at a time when it is 
imperative for her to expand her export outlets. 

That the weapon we have wielded is effec- 
tive cannot be gainsaid. But it should not be 
forgotten that we must pay a penalty for using it, 
for Germany will most certainly meet our chal- 
lenge with reprisals. Just how much we shall 
lose of her custom depends of course upon the 
extent to which substitutes for our products can 
be found. 
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THE CAPITAL PARADE 


By JOSEPH ALSOP AND ROBERT KINTNER. 


TURNING POINTS IN POLICY WASHINGTON, March 22. 
From time to time, a 


wholly private and informal meeting of government officials will 
mark a turning point in public policy—not because plots are woven 
or secret plans are laid, but because a new atmosphere is revealed 
and new assumptions as to public policy are made. Such a meeting 
occurred a few days ago, after dinner, at the pleasant house of the 
secretary of the monopoly investertiog committee, Leon Henderson. 

“The dramatis personae were decidedly impressive, “being re- 
cruited from-the men whose fertile minds have often. been dominant 
in New Deal policy making. Of great officers of state, none: was 
present, although only an attack of flu»prevented the attendance 
oi Secretary of Commerce Harry L. Hopkins. Indeed; the only 
actual heads of agencies in the company were the occasional enemies, 
SEC Chairman William O. Douglas, who has now been named to the 
supreme court, and Chairman Marriner S. Eccles of the Federal 
Reserve Board. Among the others -were several who sometimes 
exercise a larger influence than most great officers of state. 

New Deal economists were represented by the discreet commis- 
sioner of labor statistics, Isador Lubin, and Eccles’ clever adviser, 
Laughlin Currie, as well as by the ebullient Henderson. The per- 
sonable solicitor general, Robert H. Jackson, and SEC Commissioner 
Jerome Frank had been invited as leaders of the New Dealers’ 
group, together with the most intelligent of all the New Dealers, 
the presidential adviser, Benjamin N. Cohen. The New Deal’s 
younger element was personified by Milton Katz of the Justice De- 
partment, and only the absence of Thomas G. Corcoran, who is still 
ill, prevented the gathering from being a complete New Dealers’ 
round-up. But with the New Dealers, another Daniel in another 
lions’ den, was the earnest peace-maker with business, Undersec- 
retary of the Treasury John W. Hanes. 


WHAT WAS UNSAID As has been remarked, the meeting’s 


significance derived frdm the revelation 
of a novel atmosphere. It could be detected in the fact that the 
lions did not roar at their Daniel, and the Daniel did not have to 
invoke a higher protection against the lions. A week or so ago, the 
New Dealers were inclined to regard the business appeasement 
policy, of which Johnny Hanes and Harry, Hopkins are the chief 
apostles, with the gravest suspicion. Now all that is changed. 

In the first place, Hanes is far more sensible than the average 
public figure, whose reaction to the suspicions of his colleagues is 
a noble fit of sulks. Instead of retiring to a corner to lick his wounds 
in silence, Hanes had frankly approached the doubters. A luncheon 
with one man and a letter to another had already cleared the air. 
Thus, at Henderson’s house, it was generally assumed that Hanes 
was confining his activities to tax revision, without venturing into 
other fields more sacred in New Deal hearts. 

The assumption was meaningful. The New Dealers seem to be 
making up their minds to accept moderate tax revision. They will 
not kick against it. But that indicates that the once hoped-for re- 
visions of the national labor relations act, the securities and ex- 
change acts and the like are no longer feared by the New Dealers. 
They would not give way to business appeasement at one point, if 
they still believed that there was danger of serious concessions all 
along the line. And if the New Dealers don’t fear them, the con- 
cessions probably won’t be made. 


WHAT WAS SAID At the same time, what was said was quite 

as significant as what was not. The talk 
chiefly centered around long-run business conditions, as to which 
the meeting was fairly pessimistic. 

To be sure, advances from present production levels were an- 
ticipated. But there were doubts on the sharp continuing rise in 
business and national income, toward which the President’s com- 
pensatory spending policy is directed. It may surprise those who 
regard all New Dealers as emissaries of Moscow to learn the meeting 
agreed the only way to improve business conditions was to get 
private enterprise to work. 

Methods of doing so in the key industries of housing, utilities 
and railroads were discussed. It was suggested that the best mode 
of procedure was to study each industry separately, to see what 
special aids might start the flow of investment. In the end, there 
was no great decision. But, again, it’s enormously important that 
the need to do something was generally recognized. When such 
meetings recognize a need for action, action of some sort usually 


follows.

Has the anti-Semitism which 
spells Germany’s return to the 
dark ages made its mark in Amer- 
ica? Have American Gentiles 
been encouraged in hostility to 
American Jews by the persecution 
and robbery that go on across the 
water, or have they been so shock- 
ed at the spectacle that they are 
strengthened in the Americanism 
that tells them how rightful and 
good a place the Jewish people 
have in our land of the free? One 
of the most penetrating patriotic 
answers that have come to our 
knowledge is from a southerner 
and relates especially to the Jew- 
ish people of the south (whom we, 
for one, have always looked upon 
as the best Jewish people there 
are). The southerner is Victor H. 
Hanson, publisher of the Birming- 
ham News-Age-Herald, 


In a letter to a northern friend 
who wanted to know whether 
there is a growing hostility to Jew- 
ish people here, to what it is at- 
tributable if it exists, and how it 
may be offset, Mr. Hanson has 
made some points so clear and im- 
portant that we have asked him to 
let.us quote them. The true fact, 
as he reports it, is that anti-Semit- 
ism across the sea is making south-

ous but merely more vocal. It is 
decreasing their numbers but it is 
increasing their noise. ‘‘Conscious- 
ness of the question is intensified,” 
he declares. “The anti-Semite 
gives a new emphasis to his feel- 
ing, tends to find support for it in 
events in the world at large and is, 
perhaps, somewhat more vocal 
than he would normally be. On 
the other hand, those who hate re- 
ligious and racial prejudices and 
intolerance in all its forms are far 
more, aroused than ever before. 
They are more vocal, readier and, 
perhaps, better prepared to resist 
possible advances of anti-Semit- 
ism. In some individuals within 
the scope of our own acquaintance 
we can detect some shame over the 
existence of the feeling and some 
reluctance to admit its existence.”

Mr. Hanson feels that in the 
south “the gains for tolerance and 
decency strongly outweigh gains 
in the direction of anti-Semitism,” 
but he believes that there is, nev- 
ertheless, “a strong latent’ anti- 
Semitism that probably could be 
fairly easily aroused and that 
there is constantly a great danger 
of its becoming active,” especially 
if there should be “any serious 
displacement of Gentile employes ‘ 
or professional men “by Jewish 
refuges.” 


The job for the Jewish people 
themselves, he thinks, “is to soften 
those characteristics of some Jews 
that give offense in many quar- 
ters.” He lists “economic radical- 
ism, supersensitiveness, a too great 
readiness to interpret anything 
and everything as a manifestation 
of anti-Semitism, and other qual- 
ities exhibited by elements of the 
Jewish people that tend to lend 
some sort of justification to the 
anti-Jewish agitator.’ But he 
agrees that the real job is for the 
Gentiles, and he thinks they must 
“discharge it along the lines of 
continued education ... the sort of 
thing that editorial writers, ed- 
itorial columnists, ministers and 
priests have been doing.” 


We agree with Mr. Hanson that 
education is the effective weapon 
available against anti-Semitism. 
We agree with him, too that this 
education can and should come 
from all who talk or write before 
the public. We are happy to do 
our bit with these quotations from 
his fine letter.

THE TEACHERS WAIT Behind all the charges, counter- 
charges. and political. maneuvering 


for 1940, lies the fact that the appropriation bill passed by the legis- 
lature was backed by taxation which produced. about half the 
amount appropriated. : 

There was waste; there were too many employes, but no one in} 
the legislature has called attention to the fact that that body created 
appropriations which could not have been met had there been cém- 
plete economy. The “grandfather” clause is one of the most in-, 
iquitous clauses in legislation. It enables the legislature to vote for’ 
all appropriations and for no taxes. 

Out of the current crisis should come some revision of legisla- 
tion. The teachers who came to Atlanta for the convention rode on 
good roads if they came in buses or in their own cars. If they rode 
trains they saw a good road alongside the tracks. 

It is ironic that concrete should be measured in value with edu- 
cated children. We have good roads in Georgia. We do not have 
enough education. We could do better with learning than concrete. 

The teachers wait. 


THE LOSS TO GEORGIA It is estimated that every young 


teacher who can will seek to leave 
Georgia and go to some other state where the schools are not sub- 
jected to such as Georgia almost semi-annually administers. 

It will require five years to recover from the damage which will 
be done. That is a conservative estimate. It ought to be the first 
duty of the’state to establish the profession of teaching as the state’s 
most important -profession. It ought to raise the standards of pay 
so. the best. brains would be attracted to that profession along with 
other professions of importance. 

The legislature must know that no one will feel like continuing 
with teaching if it is to be a profession which does not reward merit 
and ability and accomplishment. Georgia will sustain a very real 
loss from what has happened. 

The state will attain nation-wide publicity. The people of the 
nation will not be concerned with legislative rows and with the 
claims of the rival factions. 

The cold, hard facts are that the teachers have not been paid 
and that the schools of the state are closing in great numbers. The 
likewise cold and hard facts are that the students themselves have 
been given an illustration of what can happen to them. 

If it arouses in them a desire to grow up into voters who will 
drive out all political highbinders; who will eliminate not only waste 
and extravagance, but legislators who vote for appropriations and 
then nullify them with the “grandfather” clause, the crisis will have 
been of help, 

The legislature must accept at least equal share of the blame, if 
indeed,- not more. 


NOT ONLY THE TEACHERS The teachers are the para- 
mount problem. They ought 
to.be paid. The state politicians do not yet wish to wipe out the 
system of allocations. They do not yet wish to stop creating farcical 
“appropriations” with the “grandfather” clause that nullifies them. 
Yet the people may get the idea that this ought to be done. The 
political representatives will act when the people demand it. 

The teachers ought to be paid. There ought to be so much in- 
dignation about it that the legislature will make it impossible for 
this again to happen. 

Meanwhile, there ought to be some very serious thinking done 
by the electorate. The next elections are almost two years away. 
There is time to think. 

The needs of Georgia must be met. It must be decided what 
those needs are and who can supply them. Not really supply them, 
but interpret them. The people know their needs. They need pub- 
lic officials who will translate those needs and the people’s willing- 
ness to meet them, into public deeds. 

The people ought to see that efforts of one faction to pass the 
buck to the other, are no good. The trouble is more fundamental. 

It is not only the teachers who suffer. The health services, the 
old people, the sick and the blind and the insane suffer. 

The administration is at fault. The legislature also is at fault. 
Neither can escape its own share of the responsibility.

In one particular the people of America changed little between 
1776 and 1932. Having no arbitrary class division to keep them up 


. or down, they regarded wealth as the measure of success and proof 


of merit, and their common ambition was to make a fortune in 
order to “be somebody.” From rags to riches was their hope and 
their saga. 

The result was that business dominated the nation.. The na- 
tion’s heroes and good examples were big businessmen. School 
books and magazines told the stories of those who “worked up.” 
Businessmen determined the policies of the nation. Business pro- 
vided jobs, developed the country and provided a profitable in- 
vestment for the public’s savings. 

Of course businessmen abused their power, as all men do, and 
the sins of business raised up enemies and reformers who were 
eager to handcuff and humble it. 

When the world’ most dreadful war was followed by the usual 
and most foolish gambling spree, and this in turn was followed 


_ by the usual and most disastrous depression, the millions who had 


gambled and lost looked about for something to blame for their 
ruin. And politicians made business the goat, 

When Roosevelt, in his first inaugural address, spoke of “driving 
the money changers from the temple,” he gave the cue for all that 
followed, Politicians cried: “Soak the rich!” The multitude talked 
of dividing the wealth. Taxes were levied, not merely to raise 
revenue, but to punish great success. The government seemed 
vindictive. It set about proving that business was not necessary 
to the nation’s welfare. 

The point was proved by sbustituting tit for tat. Business, the 
foundation stone of the nation, was kicked out from under, where- 
upon the government, to keep the nation from collapse, took the 
place of business. 

Government provided the jobs that business once provided. 

Young men turned to government instead of business to find a 
career. 

Where business once provided investment for surplus capital, 
the government now provided bonds to absorb it. 

The nation’s leaders and heroes were no longer businessmen 
but politicians. 

The government had substituted itself for business, and the 
national structure once supported by business profits was now sup- 
ported by taxes and borrowed money. 

The social reforms (most of them old stuff in Europe) are here 
to stay. But some day, when no more taxes or debt can be borne, 
we shall go back to the old way and let business provide the jobs, 


the investments and the foundation of security.

George Charges Agency, 
Other Than Wallace’s 
Department, Seeking to 
Sell Staple at Loss. 


WASHINGTON, March 23—(P) 
The senate, pending conferences 
with officials of the Agriculture 
Department, agreed today to post- 
pone until next week discussion of 
what should be done about the na- 
tion’s big cotton surplus, most of 
which is held by the government 
as collateral for government loans 
to cotton growers. 

But, late in the day, Senator 
George, Democrat, Georgia, author 
of a resolution to forbid the sale 
of this cotton abroad at less than 
it cost the government, arose to 
assert that he had just received in- 
formation that some government 
agency, other than the Agriculture 
Department, planned to do exactly 
that. 

“Tf it is done,” he said, “I shall 
offer and press daily until I ob- 
tain consideration of it, a resolu- 
tion to investigate the agency of 
the government which would un- 
dertake to circumvent the wishes 
of congress.” 

The senate postponement of leg- 
islation dealing with the present 
11,000,000 bale cotton surplus held 
by the government came after the 
announcement by Senator Barkley, 
Democrat, Kentucky, that confer- 
ences between Secretary Wallace 
and congressional leaders, seeking 
a solution, were planned. 

George, with obvious reluctance, 
agreed to postpone his resolution 
forbidding the sale of cotton at 
less than the government invest- 
ment of nine cents or more per 
pound. He contends that such 
sales would depress cotton prices.

HITLER WELCOMES | 
MEMEL 10 EMPIRE 


Says Germany Is Ready and 
Determined to Master 
Own Fate. 


MEMEL, Germany, March 23.— 
(P)—Adolf Hitler paid a whirl- 
wind visit to this Baltic port to- 
day to welcome Memelland’s 150,- 


000 citizens into his expanding 
realm and pledge to them that 
Germany was “ready and deter- 
mined to master its own fate.” 

The Fuehrer sailed on the tor- 
pedo boat Leopard for an undis- 
closed destination just two hours 
after he had stepped ashore with 
the fanfare of a conqueror to de- 
liver a speech to the jubilant 
Memellanders. 

Behind him Hitler left a mys- 
tery. 

A vast audience, alert to hear 
his welcome of Memil into his 
rapidily expanding nation, heard 
him say: 

“We Germans have no intention 
of doing harm to the rest of the 
world. 

“The damage which that other 
world did to Germany, however, 
had to be repaired again. 

“Arrived at an End.” 

“T believe that now, in the main, 
we have arrived at an end to this 
unique process of reparation.” 

But hours later, DNB (official 
German news agency) distributed 
an official, text with a_ broad 
change in that section. 

Before the official text was is- 
sued even diplomats, believing 
there might be implications of tre- 
mendous importance in Hitler’s 
hint of a halt to German territo- 
rial acquisitions, eagerly had 
sought an interpretation. 

According to the official text, 
Hitler said: 

“The harm which the rest of the 
world had caused us ought to find 
an end. And so I greet old Ger- 
man volksgenossen (members of | 
our community) as the youngest 
citizens of our great German 
Reich.” 

(Officials in Berlin said they 
did not know the reason for the 
change and as Hitler was on the 
high seas they could not venture 
an opinion. Carefully recorded 
stenographic reports as well as the 
preliminary unofficial text gave 
the earlier version.) 

Uproarious Welcome. 

Hitler’s declaration was made 
from a balcony of the Memel 
Civic theater amid an uproarious 
welcome that matched the greet- 
ings he received in Austria and 
the Sudetenland when they were 
brought “home into the Reich” last 
year. 

Nazi sources expressed . belief 
that German possession of Memel 
would make Soviet Russia less 
formidable as a military foe. 

Nazi Germany’s first move to 
neutralize Russian military influ- 
ence was to destroy what it called 
the “Soviet airplane mothership”— 
Czecho-Slovakia. New, it is be-| 
lieved, she will erect a sort of. 
German Malta in the Baltic be- 
tween Russia, further northeast, 
and the open sea.

RUSSIA WILL SIGN 
ANTI-HITLER ACCORD 


Chamberlain Reminds Fueh- 
rer of Fate of Other 
Conquerors. 


LONDON, March 23.—(#)— 
Britain overcame one major - 
stacle, but was still confronted by 
another in its program for a Euro- 
pean “halt Hitler” front today 
while Prime Minister Chamber- 
lain pointedly reminded Germany 
of the fate met in the past by 
powers seeking to dominate the 
world. 

Russia agreed to signing Brit- 
ain’s anti-Hitler declaration pro- 
viding for immediate consultation 
in thé event of further German 
aggression, but Poland remained 
adamant against becoming a third 
party to the declaration. 

Officials stressed the importance 
of Chamberlain’s statement to the 
house of commons that Britain 
was determined to block German 
domination of the independent 
European states, but that she had 
no intention of crippling Ger- 
many’s export trade or of setting 
up blocs of countries “with differ- 
ent ideas about their internal ad- 
ministration.” 

“We are solely concerned here 
with the proposition that we can 
not submit to a procedure under 
which independent states are sub- 
jected to such pressure under 
threat of force as to be obliged to 
yield their independence, and we 
are resolved by all means in our 
power to oppose attempts, if they 
should be made, to put such a 
procedure into operation.” 

Former Foreign Secretary An- 
thony Eden, in a speech to the 
American Correspondents’ Asso« 
ciation, called for conscription of.

KING OF ITALY BIDS 
FORPEACE BY PACT 


Monarch Leaves Door Open 
for Negotiated Settle- 
ment With Paris. 


ROME,. March 23.—(4)—King 
Vittorio Emanuele declared Italy’s 
desire for peace in troubled Eu- 
rope today with words which dip- 
lomats said left the way open for 
a negotiated settlement of her 
quarrel with France. 

The sovereign of the Italian 
empire, in a speech to the senate 
and newly formed chamber of 
Fasces and Guilds, recalled a note 
which Premier Mussolini’s gov- 
ernment sent to France last De- 
cember 17. 

That note, its complete contents 
never divulged, denounced a 1935 
settlement of long-standing claims 
against France in Africa and call- 
ed for a new colonial deal. 

Italians considered the King’s 
speech, marking Fascism’s 20th 
birthday, an invitation to France 
to make Italy an offer. 

“The French government knows 
how to eliminate existing difficul- 
ties,” the newspaper Lavoro Fas- 
cista declared. 

“Regarding France, my govern- 
ment has made known the ques- 
tions which divide the two coun- 
tries at this moment,” the 69-year- 
old King said, referring to the De- 
cember note. He -declared Italy 
wants peace to last “as long as 
possible” so she can develop her 
African colonial empire. 

Diplomats found the speech, ob- 
viously made with Mussolini’s ap- 
proval, encouraging since it made 
no mention of extensive territo- 
rial claims against France which 
previously have raised a clamor 
in the. Fascist press. Il Duce stood 
by impassively during the King’s 
speech which French circles said 
left the door open to diplomatic 
negotiations. 

Authoritative French sources 
said France was willing to grant 
Italy a free port at Djibouti, 
French Somaliland outlet to Ethi- 
opia, and a voice in operation of 
the Suez canal, two concessions 
she wants to assist development of 
her East African possessions,

Naval ‘Indigestion’ | A ‘knit Hitler 
On Sea, Says Rear Admiral Brumby 


Britain Would Halt Nazi 
Aspirations, Georgian 
Declares. 


Special. to THE CONSTITUTION. 

ATHENS, Ga., March 23.—Adolf 
Hitler is likely to find himself 
“biting off more than he can 
chew,” if he ever attempts to ex- 
tend to the sea whatever military 
might and bayonet-inspired re- 
spect he may have established on 
land and in the air, in the opinion 
of Rear Admiral Frank Hardeman 
Brumby, native Athenian, who has 
lived in Norfolk, Va., since his re- 
tirement last October. 

The former naval chief is in 
Athens this week visiting relatives. 

Should the Nazi dictator ever try 
to match sea strength with Great 
Britain, says Admiral Brumby, he 
would be in for “a severe case of 
naval indigestion.” : 

Although he does not believe 
there will be a war, Admiral 
Brumby is confident that in case 
of armed conflict, England would 
be able to blockade immediately 
every inch of the German seacoast 
with just as much effectiveness as 
she did in the World War. 

“There is no doubt that Great 
Britain has a navy far more for- 
midable than that of any other 
country,” Admiral Brumby com- 
mented, “and, what’s more, I be- 
lievé her naval strength would be 
superior to the combined sea pow- 
er of the aggressor nations. 

“Should Hitler right now begin 
building toward the world’s fore- 
most navy, he would find it a task 
that would take many, many 
years, For one thing, it takes an 
abundance of raw material, espe- 
cially metals, to build a fighting 
fleet, and it is a known fact that 
Germany is weak in that respect. 
Then, too, if he could build his 
navy overnight, it would take 
considerable time to build up a 
staff of officers and men capable 
of handling the inner workings of 
a modern navy.” 

Admiral Brumby asserts the 
United States’ almost complete 
unpreparedness for war, as was 
the case at the outset of the World 
War, is a thing of the past, “for 
America’s army and navy are in 
a far better state of preparedness 
now than was the case at the be- 
ginning of the last war.” 

Much has been said of the com- 
parative strength of a modern 
bomber and the battleship, with 
the retired admiral adding this 
opinion to the debate:

Victim Definitely Identified 
by Bridgework and 
Jewelry.

Testify Mode 
Of Living 
By Dr. William: Brady. 


Youth is not a time of life, wrote 
some philosopher, it is.a state of 
mind. A nineteenth century poet 
said a man is as old as he’s feel- 
ing, a woman as old as she looks. 
A twentieth century wag insisted 
‘a man is not old. until he stops 
looking: Claude Bernard, a great 
French physiologist, said a man is 
as old as his arteries. Sir William 
Osler, famous Canadian physician 
and teacher, of the United States 
and England, maintained that 
longevity is a vascular question, 
that is, it depends on the state of 
the arteries. 


To Osler and other physicians 
of his timé it seemed that a man 
was born with good material or 
poor material in his arteries, and 
that determined how long a man 
would live. Today medical opinion 
does not grant heredity so much 
importance. The older fatalistic 
view was based on morbid anato- 
my mainly, postmortem study, the 
pathology of the Oslerian era of 
medicine. The modern view is 
based rather on newer knowledge 
of nutrition and of functional 
phenomena, physiology. Modern 
medicine has no specific against 
old age, premature senility or ar- 
teriosclerosis, but we know that if 
the degeneration process which we 
call arteriosclerosis people com- 
monly regard as ‘old age is taken 
in time, in the incipient stage, 
the application of good hygiene 
and obedience to reasonable rules 
of health in the way you live will 
reverse the process and bring 
regeneration. 


Regeneration is rejuvenation, in 
the Websterian sense of the word 
—Webster says rejuvenate means 
“to render young or youthful 
again; to reinvigorate; to impart 
renewed vitality too.” 

I do not mean to imply that the 
degeneration known to laymen as 
old age and to doctors as arterio- 
sclerosis never begins before 30, 
but only that it is seldom frankly 
diagnosed before the third decade. 
For instance among men 5 per 
cent of the cases of arteriosclerosis 
are first diagnosed in the third 
decade, 15 per cent in the fourth, 
30 per cent in the fifth and the 
remaining 50 per cent after 60. 
Among women less than 1 per 
cent of the cases are first recog- 
nized in the fourth decade; 6 per 
cent in the fifth, 35 per cent after 
60—formerly we wondered how 


the women managed to keep their 
arteries so nice and soft, and to- 
day we wonder still more, in view 
of the way young women have 
gone in for smoking and drinking. 
I may be wrong about this, but I 
prophesy that these young women 
who think it smart to drink and 
smoke today will in the course of 
10 or 20 years have arteries as 
hard as their eyes are now. 
People who live fast should ex- 
pect to die young. Women are peo- 
ple. In virtually all cases of CVD 
(cardiovascular degeneration, pre- 
mature breakdown or wearing out 
of heart and arteries) a period of 
hypertension (high blood pressure) 
precedes the onset of the actual 
arteriosclerosis. Among the things 
which send up the blood pressure 
a smoke is almost as certain as 
adrenin itself. Young women are 
too susceptible to the insidious ap- 
peal of the cigaret and cocktail 
propaganda. Not that a woman

GARDENING 


hy Pat cher Pratson, Croom. 


I am sure that very few of 
you have ever planted Polygonum 
Orientale, “‘kiss-me-over-the-gar- 
den-gate.” Why don’t you try it? 
Or try Polygonum Ruby Queen, 
a better variety only four feet 
tall. I am sorry to have skipped 
over the Poppy family, but it 
has grown late to plant the an- 
nual varieties, though you can 
plant the perennial ones, Iceland 
and Orientale. You will find that 
Larkspur, Phlox drummondi, 
Cornflowers, Poppies, Sweetpeas 
and a few other hardy annuals 
do much better planted in the late 
fall. There are so many other 
things which like to be planted 
now, I think you can wait until 
next year for these if you have 
forgotten them this year. 

When we say Salvia you either 
think of very red annual salvia 
or of blue perennial varieties. 
You can grow some half-hardy 
perennial varieties in a deep 
violet, a rich rose, a coral pink 
or an annual white. 


very interesting and being un- 
usual will add that interest which 
all new things seem to hold. 


Many gardeners like to plant 
seed even though rooted plants 
can be gotten easily. For these 
gardeners I will recommend try- 
ing some seed of Verbena. They 
should be planted indoors now, 
and if you have a cold frame you 
soon can put the seed box in 
your frame. They are a little slow 
in germinating, but once they 
start growing they will soon make 
blooming plants. In the fall select 
the ones that you wish ‘to keep 
and after rooting cuttings you can 
keep, -them over in your cold 
frame. If you have wintered old 
plants of verbena out-of-doors, 
place an inch or two of sand over 
your plant now, then as soon as 
it begins growing you should dig 
it up and divide, working and 
fertilizing the soil before reset- 
‘ting.

KORNFELD SPEAKS. 
BEFORE BINAIBRITH 


Says the More Hitler Con- 
quers, the Weaker His 
Position. 


“The more territory Hitler steals 
the more he weakens his position, 
for people can’t be held together 
except by good will,” Dr. Joseph 
S. Kornfeld, former United States 
minister to Persia, said in an ad- 
dress on “History Versus Hys- 
teria” before an audience attend- 
ing the meeting of Gate City Lodge 
No. 144, B’nai B’rith, last night at 
the Standard Club. 

“There is nothing for us to get 
hysterical about in the situation 
existing in Europe today for it is 
nothing new. Since the world be- 
gan man has been trying to wrest 
power from the mass. The con- 
test can be traced to the earliest 
beginnings of civilization, and the 
trend has been toward democracy. 

Hysterical Interpretation. 

“Hitler interprets history hys- 
terically, for the trend has not 
been toward Caesarism or dicta- 
torships. Dictators have to be 
overthrown; they can’t be educated 
—that’s history. 

“Hitler does not know history, 
but he does know that the Jew 
represents the greatest challenge 
to dictatorship—for the Jew rep- 
resents democracy. He is essen- 
tially democrat for he gave to the 
world the doctrine of ‘Liberty 
Limited by Law’ through the story 
of the liberation of the Israelites 
from Egypt. and their subsequent 
gift of the Ten Commandments. 
Hitler’s attacks on the United 
States are on the ‘Jewish press, 
the democratic press.’ ” 

Attempting to explain anti- 
Semites like Hitler or Coughlin, 
Dr. Kornfeld stated that the un- 
disciplined mind generalizes from 
one particular case, the same be- 
ing true of Jew and non-Jew alike. 

“Therefore, conversely,’ Dr. 
Kornfeld declared, “‘just because 
one non-Jew is anti-semitic does 
not mean that others share his 
views. We should not go into hys- 
teria because some say things cal- 
culated to harm Jews. Don’t be- 
come hysterical, but conduct your- 
self so as to reflect credit on all 
Jews. Let Jews have their his- 
tory, and let Hitler keep his hys- 
teria.” | 

Quotes Cardoza. 

The speaker quoted the late 
Supreme Court Justice Cardoza, 
“In a complex social world let no 
man behave as a trader or as a 
strategist, but as a trustee.” 

Concerning Palestine the speak- 
er explained “The absorptive ca- 
pacity of the country does not de- 
pend upon the soil, but upon the 
souls.” Nowhere in his. travels 
over the globe, not even in the 
Scandinavian countries, he said, 
did he find people more willing to 
share their bit of bread with oth- 
ers. “Such absorptive capacity of 
the heart, unlike absorptive ca- 
pacity of hogs, knowns no phys- 
ical limitations. These collectives 
of Palestine are the most perfect 
examples of brotherly love,” Dr. 
Kornfeld declared. 

Sam Rothberg thanked _ the 
speaker in behalf of the lodge. 

The membership committee re- 
ported that already 180 new mem- 
bers have been enrolled in the

Thirteen Needed to Record 
Toll at Dangerous Ken- 
nesaw Curve.

MARIETTA, Ga., March 23.— 
Sheriff George H. McMillan 
launched his own campaign 
against auto accidents in Cobb 
county today, revealing plans to 
mark with white crosses at least 
61 spots on Cobb highways where 
persons have been killed in traf- 
fic accidents. 

Crosses furnished by the Dixie 
Motor Club, of Atlanta, are al- 
ready on the way to mark 48 spots 
which the sheriff and his depu- 
ties have definitely established as 
the sites of fatal wrecks. Thirteen 
of the crosses will be on Bank- 
head highway, in western Cobb, 
and 35 will be on the Dixie high- 
way, north-south trunk-line route 
through Marietta. 

Nine markers have been placed 
at “dead man’s curve” at Kenne- 
saw, and Sheriff McMillan says 
four more will be asked to bring 
the dangerous hairpin turn’s rec- 
ord up to date. 

The crosses will record the toll, 
as far as available figures show, of 
“sudden death” on the Cobb coun- 
ty highways in the last five and 
a half years. 

Highway deaths in Cobb county 
have been reduced by about 50 
per cent since the inauguration of 
the state highway patrol and the 
strict enforcement of safe-driving 
laws in the county, Sheriff Mc- 
Millan said.

18th century, was Edward Teach, commonly called Blackbeard. 
History relates he had a revolting, bestial appearance, and that 
his ferocious brutality was unsurpassed. 

He plaited his long black beard into tails, each tied 
with ribbon and turned over his ears. 

Blackbeard is something of a legendary figure. ’Tis 
said that in going into action, he invariably wore a sling 
over his shoulder with three pairs of pistols and, to ter- 
rorize his victims still further, he delighted to pick up 
a woman or child in one hand and stab repeatedly into 
the yielding flesh. 

Legend varies as to his demise. One account is that he 
finally was captured and hanged in Virginia, but the most pop- 
ular legend is that his career of butchery finally was put to an 
end by Lieutenant Robert Maynard, of Virginia, who killed 
Blackbeard in hand-to-hand combat. 

The islands off the coast here were favorite hangouts for 
the monster, and are supposed to have served as his base of 
operations. 

The old darkies insist that on the very spot where 
the living quarters stand, Blackbeard buried stolen treas- 
ure and his 14th wife. He killed a wife each time and 
buried her with the treasure, according to legend, be- 
cause he believed it gave him good luck. 

I found it easy and convenient to believe old Charley, who 
seems ageless. And, besides, old Charley preaches every Sun- 
day over on the mainland. If Charley thinks Blackbeard buried

GRAND JURY PROBE 
OF SLAYING SLATED 


Planter Is Ordered Held in 
Killing of Negro in 
Labor Dispute. 


GREENVILLE, Ga., March 23. 
(P)}—John Wallace, planter and 
dairyman, of White Sulphur 
Springs, was ordered held for 
grand jury action today on a 
charge of murder in the fatal 
shoating of Willie Reeves, 27- 
year-old negro. 

Justices of the Peace C. O. 
Trammell and Albert Gresham 
Sr. presided at the commitment 
hearing. 

Gresham said the prosecution 
charged Wallace shot and killed 
the negro in an altercation result- 
ing when Reeves attempted to 
move some of the workers em- 
ployed by Wallace. 

Gresham added that Reeves 
“would not go within a mile of 
the place because he was scared 
of Wallace,” and that Sunday 
night, March 19, when he was 
killed, the negro was waiting to 
drive two negro girls employed at 
Wallace’s home to another place. 

The justice said Wallace claim- 
ed he shot in self-defense when 
the negro attempted “to jerk him 
into his car and had hit him over 
the head two or three times.” 

Gresham said Wallace employed 
a number of hands at his place. 
He added that the grand jury 
would not convene until August, 
and that a _ request probably 
would be made for bail in the 
superior court at LaGrange.

United States Moves To Aid 


European Navies in Wartime 


Admiral Leahy Requests Graving Dock Sufficiently Large 
To Accommodate Biggest Ships. Cites Danger of 
Bombs to Continental Facilities. 


WASHINGTON, March 23.— 


|(UP)—The administration broad- 


ened its national defense objec- 
tives today with a’view toward 
aiding the European. democracies 
maintain their sea power in event 
of war and intimated this nation 


soon may bid for world naval su- 
premacy by constructing an undis- 
closed number of 45,000-ton bat- 
tleships. 

Admiral William D. Leahy, chief 
of naval operations, disclosed the 
double move in a letter urging 
congress to authorize government 
aid to private interests in build- 
ing a graving dock in New York 
harbor big enough to handle not 
only the largest American navai 
vessel but those of foreign powers 
as well, 

Leahy’s letter reached House 
Speaker William B. Bankhead, 
Democrat, Alabama, as Acting 
Secretary of State Sumner Welles 
indicated that the United States 
does not recognize legality of Ger- 
many’s absorption of Memel be- 
cause of the threat of force em- 
ployed by the Nazi government. 

Leahy called attention to the 
complete absence of graving dock 
facilities in New York to take 
care of such comniercial super- 
liners as the Queen Mary, the Ile 
de France, the Bremen and the 
Conte de Savoia. He then envi- 
sioned the destruction by bombs of 
European docks during wartime, 
writing: 

“In case of a European war it 
is highly probable that the dock- 
yards (in Europe) will be heavily 
bombed, and it would be desir- 
able to have in New York harbor 
a dock which can take not only 
the largest merchantmen but the 
largest foreign battleship.” 

His letter contained a half-doz- 
en references to 45,000-ton battle- 
ships, largest war vessels ever de- 
vised and reportedly under con- 
struction by Japan in violation of 
the defunct London naval treaty, 
and said that the New York dock 
would be vitally necessary to ac- 
commodate such fighting craft. 

Thus far the United States has 
placed no orders for the super- 
dreadnaughts but it was believed 
from the tone of Leahy’s letter 
that the Navy Department may ask 
for sufficient funds in regular na- 
val budget for 1940 to begin con- 
struction of that type vessel. 

He informed Bankhead that 
erection of the New York dock 
would require about three years 
for completion and by that time 
the new 45,000-ton war vessels 
would be coming down the ways. 
For that reason, he said, con- 
struction should be initiated as 
soon as possible. 

Recommending that the govern- 
ment contribute $3,500,000, in- 
cluding purchase of a site, Leahy 
said tHe navy would receive pref- 
erential dock treatment at a re- 
duced cost. 

1,200 Foot Dock. 

The graving dock, a basin exca- 
vated in the ground and lined with 
masonry, should meet the require- 
ments of the “ultimate battleship,” 
he sa‘ He recommended a length 
of 1,5 feet, width of 125 feet and 
clearaiice for a vessel with a 42 1-2 
foot draft. 

Leahy explained that because of 
the fleet concentration in the Pa- 
cific for the past several years, 
the navy has confined its requests 
to west coast and Hawaii where 
there are a preponderance of naval 
dry docks. On the east coast, naval 
yards at East Boston, Philadelphia, 
and Norfolk, Va., are the only 
ones large enough to handle the 
superships, he added. 

His inclusion of the German 
liner Bremen and the Italian liner 
Conte De Savoia, as well as the 
Rex, in his list of merchant ves- 
sels which cannot be drydocked 
on the east coast was not con- 
sidered significant by observers 
who pointed out that the majority 
of commercial giants are British 
or French. 

His reference to foreign battle- 
ships recalled that Britain dur- 
ing the past month has laid the 
keel for two 40,000-ton dread- 
naughts, neither of which could 


be accommodated at a present New 


York dock.

ROME WILL DIVERT 
BONDS FOR SCHOOL 


$20,000 Building Is Planned 
Under Authority of Char- 
ter Change. 


Special to THE CONSTITUTION. 

ROME, Ga., March 23.—Plans 
are being considered here for the 
transfer of a portion of the muni- 
cipal bond funds under Rome’s 
$718,000 city-WPA public im- 
provement program, to erect an 
additional school unit at a cost of 
approximately $20,000. 

The project, already approved 
by the city board of education and 
authorized to receive a 45 per cent 
grant from WPA, calls for con- 
struction of a modern six-room 
building for elementary negro pu- 
pils in East Rome, Superintendent 
B. F. Quigg said. A request for the 
bond transfer has been referred 
by the city commission to the ad- 
visory bond commission. 

The transfer of surplus bond 
funds in Rome was authorized in 
a bill passed by the state legisla- 
ture and signed this week by Gov- 
ernor Rivers, to amend the Rome 
city charter. The amendment also 
permits extension of the city lim- 
its to take in a proposed new resi- 
dential area to be developed by 
the Tubize-Chattillon Corporation, 
passage of a city zoning ordinance 
and a tax increase of 2 1-2 mills 
either in 1939 or 1940. 

City Manager Sam King states 
the special tax levy will be used 
for purchase of rights-of-way for 
the rebuilding of North Second 
avenue, as a part of the rerouting 
of State Highway No. 1 through 
Rome. The additional tax, if levied 
for 1939, would bring the city tax 
rate to 25 mills, equalling the rate 
last year when a special 5-mill tax 
was levied for flood control work.
